Unconscious Tuition.

IL. It is time, then, to pronounce, more 
distinctly, a fixed connection, between a 
teacher’s unconscious tuition and the fore- 
going discipline of his life. What he is to 
impart, atleast by this delicate and sacred 
medium he must be. “No admittance for, 
shams” is stamped on that sanctuary’s door. 
Nothing can come out that has not gone 
in. The measure of real influence is the 
measure of genuine personal substance.— 
How much patient toil, in obscurity, so 
much triumph in an emergency. The mor 
al balance never lets us overdraw. If we 
expect our drafts to be honored in a crisis, 
there must have been the deposits of a punc- 
tual life. To-day’s simplest dealing with a 
raw or refractory pupil, takes its insensible 
coloring from the moral climate you have 
all along been breathing. Celestial oppor- 
tunities avail us nothing unless we have 
ourselves been educated up to their level. 
If an angel come to converse with us on 
the mountain top, he must find our tent 
already pitched in that upper air. Each 
day recites a lesson, for which all preceding 
days were a preparation. Our real rank 
is determined, not by lucky answers, or 
some brilliant impromptu, but by the uni- 
form diligence. For the exhibition-days 
of Providence there is no preconcerted col- 
loquy—no hasty retrieving of a wasted 
term by a stealthy study on the eve of the 
examination. Bonnivard, Huss, Wyclyffe, 
Alfred, Cromwell, Washington, Madame 
Roland, Sir John Franklin, these valient 
souls were not inoculated for their apostle- 
ship eztempore. The roots of all their tow- 
ering greatness, so brave to the top, ran 
back under the soil of years. 

I have seen a sudden thunder-gust smite 
an elm on one of our river-meadows, toss- 
ing its branches, twisting its trunk, prying 
at its root till it writhed, as if wrestling 
with an invisible Titan, and tearing off a 
few light leaves to whirl in airy eddies, but 
yet struggling in vain to unsettle the firm 
and elastic lord of the green valley from 
its place. Did the earth give her graceful 
and kingly child, as the cloud came up, 
any special props or braces, any thicker 
bark, or longer root to breast the shock? 
All these had to be provided in the perse- 
vering nurture of spring suns and winter 


_ blasts, sap-giving summer nights and drip- 


ping autumn rains, when no eye could mark 
the gradual growth. The tempest did not 
‘ereate the vigor which it tried and proved, 
and left erect as ever. 

Test these general positions, in their 


Practical bearing, on your employments, as 


before, by a familiar example. It is in the 
experience of most teachers, I presume, 
that on certain days, from first to last, as 
if through some subtile and untraceable 
malignity in the air, the school-room seems 
to have fallen under the control of a secret 
fiend of disorder. There is nothing appa- 
rent to account for this epidemic perversity. 
All the ordinary rules of the place are in 
full recognition. The exercises tramp on 
in the accustomed succession. The parties 
are arranged as usual. There are the pu- 
pils, coming from their several breakfasts, 
bringing both their identity and their indi- 
viduality; no apostacy nor special accession 
of depravity, over night, has revolution- 
ized their natures; no conspiracy out of 
doors has banded them into a league of 
rebellion. Yet the demoniacal possession 
of irritability has somehow crept into the 
room and taken unconditional lease of the 
premises. You would think it was there 
before the first visible arrival. The ordina- 
ry laws of unity have been suddenly be- 
witched. The whole school is one organ- 
ized obstruction. The scholars are half- 
unconscious incarnations of disintegration 
and contra-position—inverted divisors en- 
gaged in universal self-multiplication. 

How is such a state of things to be met? 
Not, I think, you will agree, by direct is- 
sue; not point blanc. You may tighten 
your discipline, but that will not bind the 
volatile essence of confusion. You may 
ply the usual energies of your administra- 
tion, but the resistance is abnormal. You 
may flog, but every blow uncovers the nee- 
dle- points of fresh stings. You may pro- 
test and supplicate, scold and argue, in- 
veigh and insist, the demon is not exorcised, 
nor even hit, but is only distributed through 
fifty fretting and fidgeting ſorms. You 
will encounter the mischief successfully, 
when you encounter it indirectly. What 
is wanted, is not a stricter sovereignty, but 
a new spirit. The enemy is not to be con- 
fronted, but diverted. That audible rustle 
through the room comes ot a moral snarl, 
and no harder study, no closer physical 
confinement, no intellectual dexterity will 
disentangle it. Half your purpose is de- 
feated if the scholars even find out that 
you are worried. The angel of peace must 
descend so softly that his coming shall not 
be known, save as the benediction of his 
presence spreads order, like a smile of light, 
through the place. If a sudden skillful 
change of the ordinary arrangements and 
exercises of the day takes the scholars, as 
it were, off their feet; if an unexpected 
narrative, or fresh lecture on an unfamiliar 
theme, kept ready for such an emergency, 
is sprung upon their good-will; it a sudden 
resolving of the whole body into a volun- 
teer corps of huntsmen, on the search of

some etymological research, the genealogy 
of a custom, or the pedigree of an epithet 
surprises them into involuntary interest; or, 
in a younger company, if music is made 
the Orphean minister of taming savage 
dispositions again, then your oblique and 
unconscious tuition has wrought the very 
charm that was wanted; the room is ven- 
tilated of its restless contagion, and the 
Furies are fled. 

Or if, as is more than probable, the dis- 
order was in the teacher himself; if the 
petulance of the school all took its origin 
in the disobedience of some morbid mood 
in the master’s own mind or body, and only 
ran over, by sympathetic transmission, up- 
on the benches, so that he saw it first in 
its reflection there, of what use to assail 
the insubordination by a second charge out 
of the same temper? His only remedy is 
to fall back on the settled spiritual laws of 
his being, He must try to out of 
the special disturbance into’ the general 
harmony. He must retreat, in this emer- 
gency of temptation, into those resources 
of character, principle, affection, provided 
by the previous and normal discipline of 
his soul. This he will achieve by some such 
process as that just now specified, displa- 
eing the ground of a direct and annoying 
conflict by new scenery, and, rather leap- 
ing up out of the battle, with foes so mean, 
than staying to fight it out on their level. 

On the other hand, you sometimes find 
yourself taken yp into those lofty moods 
where you feel gifted with an unwonted 
competency. You are equal to all encoun- 
ters then. Your spiritual atmosphere is 
bracing and elastic. Every opportunity 
offers itself, like an instrument, right end 
first. The school, the study, the workshop 
seems to have been waiting for you to ar- 
rive. Every yesterday was like the Jewish 
preparation-day for a Sabbath. All things 
are possible. The school-room that day, 
and all the planet, is under your feet. The 
recitations take the pitch of your own will; 
your sentences of explanation come out 
round and clear, like golden drops. Your 
steps are the march of aconquerer. Im- 
pediments are annihilated. Order is spon- 
taneous. These elevated and depressed 
moods serve as high and low water-marks 
to show the sweep of the tidal vibration. 
But neither the one nor the other is pro- 
duced by a direct volition. They come by 
indirection. The springs that produce the 
ebb and flow lie back of all proximate 
causes, among the more comprehensive 
laws of character. And when your state 
is most free and effective, you feel that the 
best effect, after all, is not so mueh exerted 
by intention as by some involuntary spirit 
of felicity possessing you. You success is 
due, not to specific undertakings at the mo- 
ment, so much as to an unconscious influ- 
ence, acting through your person as its or- 
gan, a motive to itself. The same thing is 
revealed to us, if we fix our attention on 
that common word, good-nature. Good- 
nature is one of a school-teacher’s benignant 
forces. And it isa force at once uncon- 
sciously exerted, and slowly acquired or 
kept; a reservoir, and not a spout, nor an 
April shower. 

Something analogous takes place in the 
purely intellectual part of our nature.— 
And this is best illustrated by those acts of 
the mind which are creative or inventive. 
A subject that you labor painfully to un- 
fold at one time, at another time unfolds 
itself. That happens, I dare say, to you, 
which iscommon enough with writers of 
sermons; after special elaborate efforts to 
exhaust a topic, or to set distinctly forward 
its central idea, he may be apprized that he 
has only preached about the thought, but 
has not preached it; while, in some subse- 
quent performance, when he was. not try- 
ing, he struck the mark exactly in the eye. 
The thing he spenta whole discourse in 
trying to say without getting it said, after | 
all, says itself in a dozen natural words.— 
Of course, the internal relations of truth 
with itself have not changed, but he has 
changed, and has become a more simple 
medium, or voice, for truth to speak by. 

The question is a practical question: 
Are these occurrences the anomalies they 
appear, or are they subject to a secret law? 
Was the final and unexpected elucidation 
of the theme in no way indebted to the 
previous exercise? Or, was the clarified 
mental faculty, when the nebulous concep- 
tion came out into strong, sharp light, the 
result of no foregoing discipline, or imme- 
diate and determinable cause, affecting the 
health of the brain? Is it certain that the 
“dark days“ at school are totally inexplica- 
ble phenomena, and inevitable? Or can 
those other days of liberty and joy never 
be created at will? 

It is my belief, these instances I have 
cited’ are simply extreme examples of a 
force which runs through all our life, the 
force of a funded but unreckoned influence, 
accumulated unconsciously, and spending 
itself through unconscious developments; 
in other words, that these special moods, 
whether dense or rare, which appear to 
come and go without our control and with- 
out law, are yet the result of causes per- 
taining to the regular growth of charac- 
ter. believe that whenever psychology 
and physiology shall come to be as exactly 
understood as the mathematical relations 
of astronomy, one of these freaks of tem- 
perament may come to be as confidently 
predicted as an eclipse of the sun. It is 
an outbreak, under prepared conditions, 
of a moral quality inbred by foregoing hab- 
its, however mixed and obscure. In short, 
there is a spirit of the school-room; not to 
be waited for, like a miraculous Pentecost, 
but to be earned, and gained, and unfolded, 
like every great spiritual treasure in our 
life, under the steady grace of God.

Hoarded Wealth.

ticle: 

He hasin the natural instincts of his 
people, in the inexhaustible riches of his 
southern provinces, in their admirable wa- 
ter communication, in the immense increase 
of the demand all over the world for the 
raw material of food and manufacture, and 
in the exemption of the Black Sea from the 
presence and interference of hostile fleets, 
a boundless source of wealth and power. 
It rests with him to become, if he wills it, 
the greatest exporter of corn, linseed, tal- 


low, hemp, and hides in t rid. The 
strictly protective tari which he has 
succeeded was principally the work of his 


father, formed partly to encourage sickly 
and unnatural manufactures, partly to dis- 
courage foreign influence, and partly to de- 
fray the enormous and unnatural expenses 
of his purely military and aggressive sys- 
tem. Let the Emperor Alexander sincere- 
ly embrace the principles of peace and pro- 
gress, and let him, without entering on any 
career of theoretical and unpractical liber- 
alism, study to promote the material ad- 
vancement of his people. Let him produce 
all he can, and opens his ports to receive 
in exchange all that foreign nations can 
give him. Let him reduce his army to the 
amount necessary for internal police, and 
defence against external aggression, and 
employ the surplus of his revenues in pay- 
ing the interest on loans raised for perfect- 
ing his internal transport and the executing 
of great public works. Let him recognize 
civil as well as military merit, and turn the 
attention of the nation from the arts which 
embitter and destroy to those which enliv- 
en and preserve life. Let him do this, and 
and if it should please Providence to pro- 
tract his reign, like that of his father, to 
the full period of 30 years, he will go down 
to his grave in peace; not like his father, 
amid the shouts of battle and the shrieks 
of despair, but among the tears of a happy 
and regenerated people, who will recognize 
in him, among so many rulers and conquer- 
ers, their first benefactor and their only 
friend.

A Nightly Scene in London. 


Under this heading Mr. Dickens describes 
in Household Words of this week, what he 
witnessed one night outside the Whitechap- 
el workhouse: “On the 5th of last Novem- 
ber, I, the conductor of this journal, ac- 
companied by a friend well known to the 
public accidentally strayed into Whitecha 
el. It was a miserable evening; very dark, 
very muddy, and raining hard. There are 
many woful sights in that part of London, 
and it has been well known to me in most 
of its aspects for many years. We had for- 
gotten the mud and rain in slowly walking 
along and looking about us, when we found 
ourselves at 8 o’clock, before the workhouse. 
Crouched against the walls of the work- 
house, in the dark street, on the muddy 
pavement-stone, with the rain raining upon 
them, were five bundles of rags. They 
were motionless and had no resemblance to 
the human form. Five great beehives cov- 
ered with rags--five dead bodies taken out of 
graves, tied neck and heels and covered with 
rags—would have looked those like five bun- 
dles upon which the rain rained down in the 
public street. What is this?’ said my com- 
panion. What is this!“ Some miserable 
people shut out of the casual ward, I think 
said I. [Mr. Dickens then describes his en- 
quiries in the workhouse. He found that 
the women were shut out simply because 
the house was full.] We went to 
the ragged bundle nearest the workhouse 
door, and I touched it. The rags began 
to be slowly stirred within, and by little 
and little a head was unshrouded—the 
head of a young woman of three or four 
and twenty, as I should judge, gaunt with 
want, and foul with dirt, but not naturally 


ugly. Tell us,’ said I, stooping down, ‘why 


are you lying here?’ because 1 can’t get in- 
to the workhouse.’ She spoke in a faint, 
dull way, and had no curiosity or interest 
left. She looked dreamily at the black sky 
and the falling rain, but never looked at me 
or my companion. ‘Were you here last 
night?’ Yes, alNast night, and the night 
afore, too.’ ‘ Do \you know any of these 
others?’ ‘I know her next but one; she was 
here last night and she told me she came 
out of Essex. I don't know no more of her. 
‘You were here all last night, but you have 
not been here all day?’ No; not all day.’ 
‘Where have you been all day?’ ‘About 

streets. What have you had to eat? No- 
thing.“ Come, said I, ‘think a little. 
You are tired and have been asleep, and do 
not quite consider what you are saying to us. 


Come! think of it.’ No, lhaven’t. No 

ing but such bits as I could pick up about 
the market. Why, look at me!’ She 
bared her neck, and I covered it up again. 
If you had a shilling to get some supper 
and a lodging, should you know where to 
get it!“ ‘Yes’ I could do that.“ For 
God's sake get it, then.“ I put the money 


into her hand, and she feebly rose and went 
away.” 

She never thanked me, never looked at me, 
but melted away into the miserable night, 
in the strangest manner I ever saw. I have 
seen many strange things, but not one that 
has left a deeper impression on my memory 
than the dull, impassive way in which that 
worn-out heap of misery took that piece of 
money and was lost. In every one interest 
and curiosity were as extinct as as in the 
first. They were all dull and languid. No 
one made any sort of profession or com- 

laint, no one cared to look at me. When 

came to the third, I suppose she saw that 
my companion and I glanced, with a new 
horror upon us, at the last two, who bad 
dropped against each other in their sleep, 
and were laying like broken images. She 
said she believed they were young sisters. 
These were the only words that were origi- 
nated among the five.” 

The Men Want. 

Our faith in the Bible, at first historical, 
has become a matter of personal conscious- 
ness from the experimental assurance that 
its truths are exactly what we want to 
raise human nature from its degradation, 
and save it from its sin. We want a relig- 
ion that can quiet conscience, while it makes 
it more sensitive; which can make us holy, 
and yet leave us men ; which can woo to 
another life, while it hightens the enjoyments 
of this. We want a religion that address- 
es the understanding, and yet is intelligible 
to the simple ; that erfully sways our 
emotional nature, and yet provides against 
extravagance; that brings immediately be- 
fore the imagination visions of eternal joy, 
and yet gives new activity to the ordinary 
works of material life. e want a know- 
ledge of God that will fill with awe, and 
yet save from terror; that will iuduce con- 
tinual caution, and yet create 
love. We want a system that humbles with- 
out degrading, and exalts without inflaitng ; 
that offers pardon without t 
to sin, and grants salvationas a boon, it 
offers it as a reward to the laborious. These 
and many other requisites to our natural 
and moral condition, we find in the religion 
of the Bible.

A Sabbath Law. 


We are not aware in what precise form the 
I det for the better observance of the Sabbath” 
passed the Assembly. From the large majority 
which it received we should infer that it is a 
very satisfactory bill. One fact was significant: 
it received a large vote from the representatives 
of the mining counties. The people of those 
counties have groaned under the past exactions 
of customs which have obtained among them. 
The large majority of merchants in the moun- 
tains, are anxious to secure the general closing 
of shops on the Sabbath. The same we believe 
is true of the miners. The manner in which the 
law closing the theatres, defective as it was, was 
enforced in the mountains, speaks volumes, both 
in praise of the population and in favor of farth- 
er and more enactments. 

We want no law which cannot be enforced ; 
, but only one of wise and plain provisions, meet- 
ing the universal demand for the cessation of 
Sabbath business, an evil which has become too 
great in this State, for combinations of individ- 
uals to remove without the aid and sanction of 
law ; and for the closing of theatres and other 
such places of amusement, an evil which if per- 
mitted, is felt far more in the mountain towns 
than in the cities, but which is here not a light 
one. Every principle by which a Legislature 
may pass laws to suppress vice, or remove tempt- 
ations from the young, or to promote general 
order and virtue, warrants such laws, and the 
people only wait for them in order to enforce 
them. 


In referring to the just functions of govern- 
ment, in a late article, we ascribed to govern- 
ment a divine origin. From this, the Wide 
West drew the unwarrantable inference that we 
would revive in this day, the doctrine of the di- 
vine right of Kings. The two things are very 
different: we would not think that any one 
should confound them. If in any mind they lie 
as one, let even an English writer, Macauly, be 
consulted in the second volume of his history’ 
the chapter on the accessionof William of Orange: 
a ruler called by the people to the throne. One of 
the best, most vigorous writers of New England, 
on the occasion of the anniversary of the arrival 
of the pilgrim fathers. laying the foundations of 
this empire of freedom, uses the following lan- 
guage. “What are formal compacts, what is 
self-government, what are majorities of wills, ta- 
ken as foundations of civil order? What strong- 
er bond in these, to hold a community, than in 
those recent compacts made to share the gold of 
our Western Ophir—all dissolved as by a breath 
of air, the moment the adventurers touch the 
* shore? Law is law, binding upon souls, not as 
human will, or the will of just one more than 
half the full grown men over a certain age, but 
a power of God entering into souls and reigning 
in them as a divine instinct of civil order, crea. 
ting thus a State—perpetual, beneficent, the 
safeguard of the homes and of industry, the con- 
dition of a public feeling and a consciously or- 
ganic life. This it is that makes all government 
sacred and powerful, that it somehow stands in 
the will of God : nay, it is the special dignity 
and glory and freedom of our government, that 
it rests, so little, on the mere will or force of man, 
so entirely on those principles of justice and 
common beneficence which we know are sacred 
te God.” 

Underlying every form of government is the 
sanction of a divine arrangement “an instinct 
of civil order” in the hearts of men, giving to 
government a moral force far greater than the 


mere influence of a mutual compact. This fact 


has its bearings, as we claimed, in determining 
the functions of a government. We deferred 
these remarks for a week hoping to reccive the 
promised views of the Wide West concerning 
the Sabbath. 

The Wide West of Last Week. 

In a communication which we published last 
week, relating an instance of remarkable devel- 
opment of memory, the Wide West finds occasion 
for the charge of “cruelty,” which it amplifies 
into a leader. Instances are not wanting of re- 
markable precocity. Colburn and Safford as- 
tonished the world with their mathematical 
calculations. Chatterton was an instance of the

Iowa Crry.—This is one of the largest of the 
high mining towns of California, and occupies 
an exceedingly rich locality. Its population 
consists of some three hundred miners, and about 
fifty families, whose pleasant cottage dwellings, 
often beautifully furnished, testify to the possess_ 
ion of more than the usual allotment of this 
world’s goods. Since we last visited this place, 
some six months since, a very marked improve- 
ment has taken place. Many of the dooryards 
have been ornamented with trees and shrubbery, 
which give a home-like aspect to the place. A 
few gardens, also, are being cultivated, and fruit 
trees set out, which promise well. At this 
height in the mountains, over three thousand 
feet above the ocean, it has been supposed that 
fruits could not be grown. But this is being 
proved a mistake, and indeed, experiment is 
steadily belieing theory in California, and es- 
tablishing the fact in the minds of scientific men, 
that most, if not all of our territory can be, in 
time, profitably cultivated. 

The location of the town is upon a high ridge, 
considerably depressed just where the town 
stands, and running some miles in extent, lying 
between the vast cafiou of the North Fork of 
the American on the north, and a deep canon 
of a small stream on the south. Iwo years

The excitement respecting the American diffi- 
culties was not so great. A large force of 


since, the first rich claims were opened, and great 
excitement at once prevailed, as always in Cal- 
ifornia on similar occasions, Multitudes rushed 
to the place, laid claims, and commenced tunnel- 
ling. But ina few months the undue excite- 
ment died away, and many of the tunnels after 
great expense laid out in driving them, were 
abandoned, as well they might be. Yet gradu- 
ally one tunnel after another, which had been 
judiciously commenced, struck into good pay 
dirt, till now, we were told, the number of tun- 
nels yielding fair returns, is fourteen. 

We endeavored to discover if possible the 
average yield of the richest tunnel, which is a 
very difficult thing, as all sorts of stories of big 
strikes atid day’s works wil] often be told one ; 
t our conclusion was, that probably the aver. 
age yield above expenses, in the best claim is 
not over twelve or fourteen dollars a day to the 
hand. But the average yield to miners in the 
place may be inferred from the price of wages, 
which has come down to the low sum of three 
dollars a day without board. 

This we must say does seem hard for the en- 


thusiastic adventurer in this famed El Do- 
rado, to come to. But it better be known, 
that the men who come here, may make their 
calculations accordingly, rather than come, en- 
ticed by the exaggerated statements of forty- 
nine-fiftieths of the papers in the State, here to 
learn their sad mistake, without friends, families 
or loved ones to console them. It makes our 
heart ache daily to sce the deep melancholy de- 
picted in the countenance of many, from wretch- 
ed disappointment, among those whom we meet. 
But for those who, with their families, come to 
seek a home, there is not for them a lovelier por- 
tion of the earth, of which we have heard or 
have seen, than California, if society be in part 
excepted. But society is steadily improving 
and will surely more and more improve. 

In a moral aspect, Iowa City has changed 
much for the better during the last half year.— 
The Sabbath appears to be better observed, and 
is indeed a quiet day, though stores and shops 
and saloons, and drinking stands are yet open.— 
There appeared to be fewer at the gambling ta- 
bles and in the billiard rooms and ten pin alleys; 
balls and low dances were less common. Yet 
we would not say there was a decided change. 
Two day schools, of over twenty scholars each, 
show the interest of parents in the education of 
their children. The labors of two excellent min- 
isters of the Gospel in the place, appear to be 
appreciated by good audiences twice or three 
times on tbe Sabbath.

Bya nearer 
view, is presented the flourishing mining towns, 
of Jackson, Butte City, Mokelumne Hill, and 
San Andreos, which contain with the interven- 
ing river beds and gulches, thousands of im- 
mortal beings who are seeking the gold that 
perisheth with all their energies; wholly neglect- 
ing to seek that pure gold which has been tried 
in the fire, and which alone will endure through. 
out the never ending ages of eternity. 

There are but few compartively who are 
seeking that inestimable and eternal treasure : 
few, who, like Christian on his pilgrimage, have 
their faces set toward the Celestial City. Thou- 
sands are here, that have left their friends and 
pleasant homes, to seek in this far-distant land 
the alluring, glitering, yellow dust, and but few 
have realized their bright anticipations. Many 
who, through disappointment and mortification, 
have turned to the intoxicating bowl to drown 
their grief; while others have gone to the card 
table, with the forlorn hope of there acquiring 


for.

In addition 
to their other afflictions, av Indian war was 
ravaging the country, and nine whites had been 
killed. The chief of the tribe, Squash-head, 
had been taken prisoner, who, fearful of being 
executed, committed suicide by cutting his 
throat, in prison. This chief, after the death of 
the renowned Walker, assumed command of the 
tribe, and has lived in peace with the whites un- 
til this outbreak. It is presumed, however, since 
the death of their chief, the Indian hostilities 
will be easily quelled.

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MISCELLANY. 
Nicaragua 

The following description of N 
will, at the present time, be interesting: 

On the West it is washed by the Pacific 
Ocean, and Fa on the East by the waters 
of the Carib the Mosgnito Territo- 
ry forming a — share of its Eastern boun- 
dary. Honduras bounds it on the North, and 
Costa Riea upon the South. Its area is about 
49,000 square miles, and the population is 
estimated at 247, 000. The females are said 
to greatly exceed the males in number. Not 
more than 20,000 of the people are whites, 
the rest being negroes, Indians, and mixed 
races. Most of the population live in 
towns many of them going several miles 
daily to — in the fields. The plantations 
are scattered pretty equally over the coun- 
try, and are reached by paths so obscure as 
to almost escape the notice of travelers, who 
are thus liable to fall into the error of 
supposing that the country is almost unin- 
habited. The dwellings of the people are 
usually of canes, thatched with palm al- 
though the better classes constract their resi- 
dences of adobes, and by the help of fruit 
and shade trees planted i in the court-yard, 
render many of them exceedingly pleasant. 

A range of mountains extends along the 
west coast of the State, at a distance of a few 
miles from the sea, but attaining no great 


elevation until they approach the confines 


of Costa Rica, when they reach the height of 
five to eleven thousand feet. In the central 
part of the State is an immence level tract, 
known as the plains of Nicaragua, composing 
in its area the lake of that name. Numerous 
voleanoes exist along the Pacific coast. 
There are a considerable number of rivers, 
but none of them, except the San Juan, are 
navigable in a commercial sense, Veins 
of copper and silver ore of exceeding rich- 
ness are found in many parts, but they re- 
main almost all of them either unexplored 
or only superficially worked. Gold, also, 
is said to exist. The climate is healthy, 
though various. In the interior and moun- 
tainous part, the temperatnre is more cool 
and dry than on the coast, where it is hot 
and approaching to humid. The greater 
portion of the state consists of plains and 
gentle slopes, formed of a rich black loam 
of which but a small portion is made avail- 
able. The productions are indigo, sugar, 
coffee, cotton of a superior quality, corn, 
rice wheat, &c., besides oranges, lemons, 
The great 
bane of the country has been its civil wars, 
and it was one of these which enabled Col. 
Walker to achieve his almost bloodless con- 
quest.

Carrure or 4 Bankrupt, £7,000.— 
Some few years ago, a person named Ni- 
chael Thomas Stacey Welsh, then a dra- 


per, at Romford, in Essex, was made a bank- 


rupt; but he was obsconbed, taking every- 
thing he could with him, and was afterwards 

aimed an outlaw. It was ascertained 
that he had readhed Dieppe—and had 
thence gone to Australia. Here he turned 
gold digger, and amassed some £8,000. 
About a month since he returned by the 
overland route, to England.
